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REMARKS 

Claims 1-14 and 35-37 are pending. Claims 15-34 and 38-64 have been cancelled. 
Reconsideration and allowance are respectfully requested in light of the above amendments and 
following remarks. 

Restriction 

Claim 1-64 stood restricted under 35 U.S.C. § 121, Manual of Patent Examining Procedure 
(MPEP) § 806.04. The Examiner identified six (6) groups of Claims: Group I (Claims 1-25), Group 
II (Claims 26-29), Group III (Claims 30-32), Group IV (Claims 33-48), Group V (Claims 49-56), 
and Group VI (Claims 55-64). Applicant elects the Claims of Group I, without traverse, drawn to 
diagnosing an immunologic food sensitivity, classified in Class 435, Subclass 7.1, to prosecute in 
the present application as required by the Examiner. Applicant has also amended Claims 35-37, 
which Applicant believes to be within the scope of Group I, to depend from and further limit Claim 
1.
